I 5-Man Bill Dropped, 
Retirement Age 75 

WASHINGTON. (A'l A Demo- 
f.iatic substitute for the Roosevelt 
court hill went before the senate 
today with an explanation by Sen¬ 
ator Robinson, majority leader, 
that it would permit three appoint¬ 
ments to the supreme court within 
the next six months. 

Robin.son said the bill, based up¬ 
on the theory of one appointment 
to the court a year, would permit 
two new justices to he added with¬ 
in that time in addition to an iip- 
j>oinLment to fill the existing 
vacancy. 

The substitute was offered joint¬ 
ly Ijy Chairman Ashurst (D., Ariz.) 
of tiie senate judiciary committee 
and Senators Logan (D., Ky.) and 
Hatch (D., N. M.» Hatch was one 
of the 10 members of the judiciary 
committee who approved an ad¬ 
verse report on the original Roose¬ 
velt hill. 

Tile measure was offered as a 
complete substitute for the orig¬ 
inal court legisliition which would 
have permitted appointment of six 
new justices if tho.se over 70 years 
of age did not retire. 

The substitute moves the retire¬ 
ment age up to 75, and provides 
that additional justices can he ap¬ 
pointed annually by the President 
for those serving i>ast that age. 

The sub.stitute also revi.ses the 
maximum number of lower court 
judges who could be appointed 
downward from 50, in the original 
bill, to 20.

STEEL .MILLS OPE.NED 

MAS.SILLON, Ohio. Under 
bayonet protection, more strike- 
locked steel mills opened here to¬ 
day while rival camps of Youngs¬ 
town Sheet & Tube employes were 
stirred by reports of new plans to 
reopen plants at Indiana Harbor, 
Ind. 

Philip Murray, chadrman of the 
Steel Workers’ Organizing Com¬ 
mittee, spurred legal steps to 
wring signed contract.s from inde¬ 
pendent steel producers- the chief 
point in dispute in the whole seven- 
state strike area. On behalf of 
the S. W, O. C., Murray filed peti¬ 
tions with the national labor rela¬ 
tions board at Pittsburgh request¬ 
ing collective bargaining elections 
among employes at all plants of 
the Bethlehem Steel Corporation 
and the Weirton Steel Company.

‘LONDON. (.*>)—Germany and 
Italy today formally rejected an 
Anglo-French propo.sal for taking 
over the entire International non¬ 
intervention patrol of Spain’s 
coast, and offered counter-pro- 
posal.s. 

The two nations, which have re¬ 
called warfjhips from the Spanish 
patrol, proposed that belligerent 
rights be accorded both the Span¬ 
ish government and the regime of 
the Insurgent general, Francisco 
Franco, 

Both Germany and Italy stated 
they were "re.solved to maintain 
the principle of non-intervention.” 

It was a .showdown that re.sult- 
cd in no immediate break. Soviet 
Ru.ssia took sides with Britain and 
France. 

Further negotiations will be car¬ 
ried on by the European non-in¬ 
tervention committee within the 
next few days. 

As it stands now, Italy and Ger¬ 
many are unwilling to accept the 
Anglo-French proposal that the 
latter powers continue the naval 
patrol alone; the British and 
French are unable to accept the 
Italo-German Idea for the grant¬ 
ing of belligerent rights.

Statesmen in c^ery capital won¬ 
dered whether the unofficial bat¬ 
tle yesterday along the Amur riv¬ 
er in Japan's foster nation, Man- 
chouquo, was the signal for a new 
conflict or a warning that would 
inspire anxious leaders with cau¬ 
tion. The two opposing armies in 
that region are e.stimated at two- 
thirds of a million men.

’The writer thinks it time that 
the people read the doctor's own 
article and Judge for themselves 
Jf the doctor hasn't a.s.sumed an 
attitude which every other liberty 
loving American citizen .should as¬ 
sume. And remember as you read 
this that you can have the privi¬ 
lege of hearing Dr. Townsend in 
person next Monday in Riverside 
Fairmount park towani evening if 
you care to do so. He is coming 
by airplane from Chicago to ad¬ 
dress the Townsend Chautauqua 
late that afternoon or evening. 
The article follows: 

“Many of my friends are advis¬ 
ing me to ‘lay off’ the supreme 
court issue, saying that the sub¬ 
ject is full of dynamite and of no 
consequence to our program any¬ 
way. With this attitude I cannot 
agree, either conscientiou.sly nor 
for practical reasons. 

“Our three branches of govern¬ 
ment, the executive, the legislative 
and the Judicial were created for 
the purpose of safeguarding the 
people against aggression and vio¬ 
lation of their privileges by any 
future power-drunk president or 
congre.ss or a combination of the 
two. The .supreme court was cre¬ 
ated to act as an umpire between 
the people and the other two 
branches of the government by 
Interpreting the legality of laws 
pas.sed in accord with the written 
constitution. 

“To give to the congress and 
the president power to change the 
personnel of the court at will is 
to nullify the court’s umpiring and 
interpreting power, thus totally 
emasculating the usefulness of 
that Judicial body. It makes no 
difference whether the packing of 
the court springs from a benevo¬ 
lent or a malign purpose, the re¬ 
sult is the same—the court’s 
power to stand between the people 
and a venal congress or a power- 
drunk president is broken down. 

“Eternal vigilance is still the 
price of liberty. When the people

Auditor Still Holds 
Up School Desk Bills 

"I’m not licked yet!’’ 

So said County Auditor W. T. 
Lambert today. In hla desk are 
unsigned warrants for $890 from 
two Orange county school board.s. 

The school board.s are circum¬ 
venting a law which limits their 
purchases made without calling 
for bids. Santa Ana’s board has 
a warrant for $400, applying on 
the "rental lease”—really an in¬ 
stallment purchase—of $2935.70 
worth of desks and chairs. 

Placentia’s Valencia school 
board has a warrant for $490, ap¬ 
plying on the purchase of audi¬ 
torium seats aggregating $3901.27. 

Santa Ana’s legal purchase 
limit, without calling for bids, is 
$1000. Valencia's is $.’500. 

Lambert today had turned over 
to District Attorney W. F. Menton 
an opinion from County Counsel 
Everett Mattoon of Los Angeles 
county, holding the subterfuge il¬ 
legal. Menton has concurred with 
Attorney General U. S. Webb that 
the purchases are legal, but Lam¬ 
bert still hopes he won’t have to 
sign the warrants. 

CITRUS UNION 
GOESC.1.0. 


The Citrus Workers union has 
voted to go C.I.O. 

This group, which has a charter 
from the American Federation of 
Labor, has opened an office here 
in conjunction with the Cannery 
and Agricultural Workers’ Organi¬ 
zation committee. The headquar¬ 
ters is located at room 21, at 204 
East Fourth street, according to 
Alfred Boolen, president of the 
Citrus Workers’ union, and re¬ 
gional organizer for the organiza¬ 
tion committee. 

AWAIT A.F.L. EDICT 
Decision to affiliate with the 
Committee for Industrial Organi¬ 
zation does not mean that the Cit¬ 
rus Workers' union will withdraw 
from the A. F. of L., Boolen said, 
explaining that this affiliation 
will be maintained if the A. F. of 
L. is agreeable. 

A national and local struggle is 
being waged by the two labor 
groups for ascendancy, however. 

Boolen said he has been given 
authority to take C.I.O. pledges 
and applications from cannery and 
agricultural workers.

Seventy five per cent of the ag¬ 
ricultural unions have voted to af¬ 
filiate with the C.I.O., according to 
Boolen.

WASHINGTON.—If you don’t 
want to be murdered— 

1. Keep out of quarrels. 

2. Never be tbe third person in 
a marital triangle. 

If everybody followed that ad¬ 
vice. more than half the 300,000 
Americans now doomed to be mur¬ 
dered might escape. 

The suggestions result from a 
.special study of murder causes— 
by the governme/rt experts on 
crime statistics. 

The marked-for-murder figure 
comes from the federal bureau of 
Investigation. Chief G-Man J. Ed¬ 
gar Hoover bases the foreca.st up¬ 
on the continuation for the next 30 
years of the present homicide rate 
—10,000 to 10,.‘500 a year. That 
means, on the average, a murder 
every 4.’) minutes somewhere In 
the United States. 

BEWARE OF HEAT 

Murder records indicate that 
31.9 per cent—or about 9.'),700—of 
the "marked" citizens will be 
slain as the result of an alterca¬ 
tion of .some kind. 

The next largest group of the 
doomed 2.1.3 per cent, or 75,900, 
persons—will be slain because of, 
marital and domestic trouble, .sex| 
jealousy and passion. 1 

Another caution- watch your 
step these hot days. Records' 
show that the homicide rate runs 
higher in summer. Nerve-rasping 
heat is the only obvious reason. |

with firearms of various kinds, 
perhaps the toll could be reduced 
if bullet-proof vesta became the 
fashion. Or, If laws against the 
sale of fiiearms to any but police 
officers and the military were 
enacted—and enforced. 

Police .say it wouldn’t do any 
good if citizens generally took to 
carrying weapons for protection. 
That would re.sult only in the kill¬ 
ing of a larger number of Inno¬ 
cent persons. 

Of course, most folks who get 
mixed up in quarrels and triangles 
won’t be murdered. It’s important, 
therefore, that the "safety first” 
fellow be able to spot a murderer 
or potential murderer. The trouble. 


is, say the crime experts, that 99 
times out of 100 he can’t do it. 

First, the murderer has no char¬ 
acteristic physiognomy. 

"Many a law-abiding, gentle- 
natured citizen hiia a more sinister 
’mug’ than the late ‘Baby-Face’ 
Nelson," .says a veteran G-man. 
Nelson, a member of the I.)illingcr 
gang, killed three G-men and sun¬ 
dry other citizens before the fed¬ 
eral agents filled him with lead. 

Second, the murderer rarely 
give.s any v/arning. You don’t sus¬ 
pect him because usually he 
doesn’t have a criminal record. 
(Only 17 per cent of the persons 
arrested for murder had previous 
criminal records, according to the 


I bureau of investigation, as rom- 
, pared with 36 per cent in robtiery 
' arrests.) 

RATE IS LOWER 

I As for the rest of the 300.0(i0 
murders, 34,'200 will result from 
I persons committing a felony; 30,- 
; 600 from revenge or a grievance; 
j 13,800 in fights among criminals 
' and 49,800 will be in the "miscel¬ 
laneous" class, which includes un¬ 
known causes. 

There Is one tiny bright spot in 
the picture. The homicide rate,

SAN FRANCISCO. IJP>- Carey

The appellate 
court agreed.

"The ungainly toad” Is one of 
our greatest garden friends. The 
toad’s diet consists of slug.s, cater¬ 
pillars, and cut worms. 

When one considers the great 
number of beetles that are harm¬ 
ful to our garden. It is hard to 
conceive that certain ones of this 
class are abso our garden friends. 
It Is difficult for the Inexperienced 
to distinguish between the in¬ 
jurious and the predaceous beetles. 

Some of the flies are important 
in protection to the garden. Among 
lhe.se are the robber fly fasllldae) 
and syrphus fly (syrphldae). The 
latter fly lays her eggs amidst a 
group of aphids. 'These provide 
a good food supply for the larvae. 

Some of the wasps are preda¬ 
ceous also. They provision their 
cells with flies, grasshoppers, 
spiders, and other creatures In¬ 
jurious to the garden. 

I.VSEC'T FRIENDS 

About 88 per cent of the toad’s 
diet consists of Insect enemies 
of the garden. It Is estimated that 
in three months’ time a toad will 
eat 9936 Injurious Insects, of 
these about 16 per cent will be cut 
worms. This estimate, placed upon 
cutworm consumption only and 
valuing a cut worm at one cent 
each, values the toa/1 at $20. Even 
a greater value may be placed 
upon the toad considering that 
they feed on the slugs and cater¬ 
pillars found in the garden. 

The lady bird beetle (cocclnel- 
lidae) is, perhaps, the most im¬ 
portant of all the predaceous 
beetles. Both the adult beetles 
and those in the larval stage feed 
chiefly an aphids, destroying 
billions of them every year. 

The ground beetle (carabldae) 
is very important as they hunt 
along the ground and In the shrub¬ 
bery for cut worms, army worms, 
gypsy moth caterpillars, etc. 

There are a number of other In¬ 
sects of lesser importance that are 
very beneficial and should be pre¬ 
served by garden frienda.

Business Sflmulated 
By Vacation Needs

Retail dis¬ 
tribution was the only branch of 
industry to make advances of any 
consequence this week. Dun & 
Bradstreet reported today in the 
weekly review of busine.ss. 

Stimulated by Fourth of July 
ind vacation necessities, sales for 
the country as a whole were 3 to 
6 per cent above the preceding 
veek and 10 to 20 per cent above 
the 1936 comparative. 

"Industrial divisions felt the ef¬ 
fect of the holiday schedule, but 
the usual summer let down has 
failed to appear thus far," the 
agency said. "In wholesale mar¬ 
kets the pace has steadied, re¬ 
orders contributing the bulk of 
volume." 

Summer resorts wue favored 
by the influx of tourists and sales 
increases for New England were 
10 to 20 per cent above 1936, the 
review stated. Increases in other 
areas were: East 10 to 2.1 per 
cent; middle west 11 to 25; north¬ 
west 12 to 20: south 15 to 28; 
southwest 14 to 22, and Pacific 
coast 9 to 18. 

Commenting on industrial ac¬ 
tivity, the report added; 

"Manufacturers of neither farm 
equipment nor tractors planned to 
effect the customary curtailment 
this summer, due to the slow re¬ 
duction of backlogs. Little vari¬ 
ance from the June rate was in¬ 
dicated for automobile assemblies 
during the current month, and tiie 
uptrend in retail demand may 
leave many factories with but a 
brief pau.se for the change over to 
production on 1938 models. ’

He seems destineil to b<;come 
another harbor resirlent who has 
made good in a big way. Bouncing 
from lifeguard at Newport into 
the movies was quite a step, and 
now he feels certain he has de¬ 
veloped a new method of under¬ 
water photography which, if it 
doesn’t revolutionize the industry, 
at least will be of great aid for 
deep-.sea work. 
lU II.T DIVING BARGE 

Vic became interested in under¬ 
water work .some time ago, ex¬ 
perimenting with light, shallow- 
water equipment. Cradually he 
developed his own deej)-sea tech¬ 
nique, at great expense and labor. 
His latest job has been construc¬ 
tion of a diving liarge which is 
self-propelled and is a model of 
efficiency and beauty if barges 
can be considered beautiful. 

Starting with hare planks, he 
built up a barge which is con¬ 
sidered by boatmen the very lat¬ 
est for diving work. A plate of 
inch-thick glass in the bottom near 
the .stern allows tenders to watch 
.a diver at work. Klectric lights, 
radio, ice-box, tiny kitchen, elec¬ 
tric lights and virtually all com-

Heaviest Traffic in 
History in Prospect 

CHICAGO. IJP) — The heaviest 
highway traffic in the nation’s 
history was in prospect for the 
1937 vacation season, reports from 
official and semi-official sources 
Indicated today. 

An American Automobile Asso¬ 
ciation survey stated the number 
of vacation motorists will reach 
a new high for the third .succes¬ 
sive year. 

VACATIONERS INCRE.4SE 

Such widely scattered states a.s 
California, Maine, New Mexico 
and North Dakota forecast in¬ 
creases in the number of vacation 
motorists ranging from 10 to 30 
per cent. 

The A. A. A. disclosed its sur¬ 
vey showed the average American 
motorist on vacation took a three- 
week’s trip, stopped at hotels, 
preferred good roads to relatively 
unimproved scenic highways, and 
Invariably visited old haunts. 

Statistics from the National 
Safety Council indicated the mo¬ 
torist would find driving more 
hazardous than last season. 
DEATH TOLL HIGH 

The council reported 14,270 
traffic deaths in the nation dur¬ 
ing the first five months of 1937, 
an increa.se of 17 per cent over 
the toll for a like period in 1936. 

Although the council computed 
May fatalities at 3000 compared 
with 2800 in May, 1936, it con¬ 
tended motor travel was safer, 
mile for mile, in May, 1937. Gaso¬ 
line consumption indicated a 13 
per cent increase in travel in May 
over the same month last year, 
while the corresponding rise In 
traffic deaths was 7 per cent.

How to Solve Evasion 

WASHINGTON. — Roswpll 

MakIII. trcflmiry umier-secretary, 
toM consTres-ilonal tax investlRa- 
tor* today the government's rev¬ 
enues could be increased approxi¬ 
mately $193,000,000 annually if 
husbands and wives throughout 
the country were required to pay 
a single tax on their Joint in¬ 
comes. 

Discu.ssing the question of com¬ 
munity property. Magill said eight 
states permitted a husband and 
wife each to report onc-half of 
a family Income for tax purposes 
although all ihe income may have 
been earned by only one of them. 
This division placed their incomes 
in lower bracket.s and thus re¬ 
duced their taxes, he said. 

The .so-called community prop¬ 
erty states are California, Texas, 
Louisiana, Kentucky, Arizona, 
New Mexico, Idaho and Nevada. 
Magill said if husbands and wives 
in these states alone had been 
required to pay income taxes on 
their total Income, in 1936 the 
government would have received 
an additional .$34,000,000. 

Magill .said he had ascertained 
that the yacht Nourmahal owned 
by Vincent Astor. had not been 
incoiporatad and its expenses had 
not been deducted from Astor's 
t: ■. returns. 

President Roosevelt has taken 
several fishing trips on the 
yacht. 

Representative Crowther iR,. 
N. Y.) had asked Magill for infor¬ 
mation about it. Previously the 
committee had heard te.stimony 
that some yachts had been incor¬ 
porated in schemes used by 
wealthy persons to reduce their 
taxes. 

The committee adjourned until 
Tuesday, when it will meet in ex¬ 
ecutive .se.ssion. Magill said he 
believed the treasury had con¬ 
cluded its presentation of testi¬ 
mony for the record. 

WPA CUTS OfP 
mooo MORE 

WASHINGTON. I/Pi- Harry L. 
Hopkins, WPA administrator, an¬ 
nounced today WPA cut off more 
than 124,000 workers in the two 
weeks ending June 26. That ac¬ 
tion reduced the number of per¬ 
sons employed to 1,821,151. 

The reduction is in line with 
Hopkins’ intention to trim the 
rolls to 1,665.477 by July 15. 

The number of persons working 
on June 26 by states included; i 
Arizona, 7682; California, 98,605; I 
Colorado, 19,837; Idaho, 4700; Kan¬

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Roots of the Traffic Problem 

H ighway homicide reached an all-time peak last year 
with 37,800 men, women and children being crushed 
or mangled to death in America’s mad search for speed. 
The accidents which cost the.se precious lives, and other 
traffic mishaps, did .$820,000,000 worth of damage to 
motor vehicles. 

These figures are from the annual survey of the 

National Safety council, just released yesterday. 

• * • * 

The casualty list reflects clearly the serious condition 

which faces this nation in trying to overcome the menace 
of the motorcar. 

Highway engineers, traffic officials and judges, and 
public-spirited citizens all over the country are showing 
ingenuity in figuring out new gadgets and devices against 

special traffic hazards. 

* • • • 

There is, for instance, the “trafficscope,” an applica¬ 

tion of the periscope idea. Devised by a Minnesota high¬ 
way engineer, the “trafficscope” is a clever arrangement 
of mirrors suspended directly above a highway at the top 
of a dangerous hill. The “scope” allows a motorist climb¬ 
ing the hill from either direction to see whether a car is 
approaching head-on. The value of the device is in reduc¬ 
ing the need of expensive hill regrading for .safety sake. 

All over America, through experiments with some 
such gadgets, as well as through stricter police procedure, 
states and cities today are striving as never before to curb 
street and highway slaughter, which in all likelihood will 

closely approach .'50,000 dead for 1037. 

» • » • 

We should not allow this wide variety of experiments 
to divert attention from what is, after all, the nation’s 
main traffic problem—the individual driver. 

Whizzing along the streets in every direction are 
thousands of cars manned by persons who, in a great many 
cases, lack the brains, judgment and other physical equip¬ 
ment ever to become safe drivers. 

There are two reasons for this: 

One is the lack of any thorough or systematized 
method to teach beginners how to operate automobiles. 

The second is that, to date, examinations for driving 
licenses, with rare exceptions, are mere farces. 

Until the army of motorists now on the roads or in 
the making is put through the mill of examination and 
instruction we will not get to the roots of the traffic 
problem, and we’ll make slow headway in reducing the 
horrible slaughter list. 

This means, of course, that every driver should 
undergo a standardized course of instruction at the hands 
of a qualified teacher. 

Such a plan calls for setting up traffic schools, pre¬ 
sided over by paid instructors. 

And why not? California compels drivers to pay 
registration and gasoline taxes. 

Why balk, then, at charging a few dollars for the 
thorough instruction motorists must get if we are to make 
any progress against the death list?

Fiend Problem ('alls for Science 

Ever since the monstrous slaughter of those three 
little Inglewood girls, California has been ringing with 
the demand that all persons of known abnormalities be 
locked up. 

But even locking them up would not be enough to 
protect society against them. 

For the ills of these fiend.s—and they are mental ills 
—come from fundamental causes; such persons are 
the warped fruits of evolutionary processes gone wrong. 

Many recognize their troubles themselves; Roger Ir¬ 
win, for instance, who slew the Gedeon household, knows 
that he is “queer.” 

Sometimes these symptons can be recognized in 
youth. Discovered early enough, tens of thou,sands of 
potential fiends could be treated and made safe for so¬ 
ciety. That would be .stopping the trouble at its source. 

The discovery and execution of the mon.ster who 
killed the three babes is only a fractional part of the 
problem. 

You kill him, but even as he dies, tens of thousands 
more are being born, or are rambling stealthily through 
the world. 

The horror cannot be wiped out emotionally. It must 
be approached scientifically. 

If science had been applied several generations ago 
to the family trees in the ancestry of the Inglewood killer 
—probably this particular warped and di.seased branch 
would have been pruned off.

Better Business and the Public Dole 

With bank deposits up more than $2,000,000, loans 
ahead some .$513,000, and postal receipts also away above 
last year’s mark, it’s about time for the croakers to crawl 
back in their holes and admit that the depression is over 
—at least so far as Santa Ana is concerned. 

It is true that there still are hundreds of unemployed 
men and women. 

But there is no way to know for sure that there are 
any more out of jobs here now than there were back in 
1929 before the Wall street bubble bur.st. 

Uncle Sam does not have an unemployment census 
worthy of the name, and if we choo.se to assume that 
there are as many people working in Santa Ana today as 
there were eight years ago, it would be hard to prove 
as wrong. 

The present unemployment total is quite a bit over¬ 
emphasized, we think, by the natural desire of relief bu¬ 
reaus to magnify the situation and thus establish them¬ 
selves more firmly in political jobs. 

In view of improved conditions, no doubt, the relief 
rolls contain many persons who would be far better off 
mentally, morally and financially shifting for themselves 
than drifting along on the public dole.
